Claims 50-55 and 69 were cancelled. 

2. Claims 22-43 and 68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Gjerde) fails to teach or fairly suggest a method comprising two different filter 
membranes; heating the macromolecule and the denaturation agent to between 70 
degrees Celsius to about 100 degrees Celsius for about 60 to about 600 seconds or to 
about 90 degrees Celsius for about 300 seconds; and applying a mixture to a lysis filter, 
in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention. 

Furthermore, in the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art first to modify Gjerde's filter by substituting one of them 
for a different type of filter because such substitution would appear to make Gjerde's 
invention inoperable.
